All this, however, should not 
blind us to the real purpose of the 
doctrine and its essential truth.

Such acceptance may well bring 
us the ossurance that we are in- 
deed. in the fellowship of the re- 
deemed, but it will never make 
us proud; it wil! keep us humble.
